the  park:  were  opened  early  in   the  «o»th  and  on   the   l8th  it  was 
possible   to  go  around    the  entire  grand   loop  road  except  the 
unrawaa  Pass  section.     The  fire    menace,    together  with  laok  of 
adequate  ranger       trolt   roa*e  it  neoeseary  for  me  to    rrohibit 
travel   to   the  j      k  tad   this  orrter  caused  conrirterable  hardship 
to  many  tourists  who,   hearing  th;       th#  roa'is  vers  open  to  the 
park  lino  fron  tee  southwest  an1   north,    throve   to   the  park   -   tes. 

Reference   to    the  report  of   the  Weather  Bureau  attached 
hereto  r;ill  show   that  :.'ayf   1924,  wnioh  Shpu]  roally  bo  the 

wettest  aonth  of  this  year,  was  the  irieet  -'ay  in  the  past  yi 
years.     In  ot*t  )r  woi'isf       •  have  1      er  e      -jrionced  in  recorded 


weather  history  of  the  Yellowstone  a  drier  Hay*     nineteen  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  rdoh  was  a  very  dry  year,    luring  which 
we  had  extensive  forest  fires  and  complete  destruction  of 
winter  range  for   tho  wild   life,    had  a  precipitation  in  May  of 
1.29  inches,  whereas  Vay,   1924,  had  onlv  O.43  inches.     This 
weather  record  alone  tells  the  whole  story  of  the  situation 
^9  are  facing  in  this  ration  this  year.     There  is  evory     rospeot  of 
an  extr     ily  dry  summer  with   the   fire  danger  worse   than  ever 
before  cut  even  more  serious  is  -respect  of  destruction  of 

winter  range  for  el*  which  will  result  in  the  starvation  of 
possibly  thousands  of  aairaals  during  the  coming  vinter.     It  is 
going  to  be  very  difficult  to  raise  sufficient  hay  for  the 
buffalo.     Already,   some  of  the  streams   that  wo  depend  upon  for 
irrigation  aro  far  s  :ort  of  the  normal  flow  and  this  will  c  ;t 
down  the  amount  of  acreage  that  can  be  cultivated.     It  is  noted 
that  some  of   tne  springs  along  the  roads  aro  already  dryii      tt]  . 
A  normal  wet  June  wtald  r:iv&  tho    crass  a  ohance  to  grow  and 
thus  the  winter  range  for  the  wild  lifo    ay  be  saved  but  the 
prospect  at  this  writing  is  very  discouraging.

Precipitation*       Total,  0./13  inohf   is  1.48  inches  bolow 
normal,  and  the  lsast  of  record  for  Ua,"  during  the  past  38  yaare. 
The   first  19  days  were  practically  rainless-     frenuent  light 
showers  occurred  during  the  remainder  of  the  month.     On  the 
28  th,  precipitation  from  rain  and  snow  amounted  to  0.24  inoh, 
vhioh  was  the  first  moisture  of  any  consequence  since  the   snow 
disappeared  about  the  middle  of  April.     May  is  normally  the 
wettest  month  of  the  year,  and  only  twioo  for  the  period  of  re- 
cord, has  precipitation  lees  than  one  inch  coca  red  in  !toy. 
These  were  0.t>5  inch  in  1903  and  0#95  in  1^0^.     The  driest 
spring  and  sunnier  during  the  past  20  years  occurred  in  1919* 
with  precipitation  as  follows t     2!ay  1.29,    June  0.14,   July  O.^O, 
August  0.40.

the  31st* 

Reports  frozn  the  Lanar  Fiver,  Slouch  Creek  and  Holl- 
roaring  are*    to   the   same   affect,    the  wet   r  levels  beir^  reduced 
by  approxi-natelT  ore   foot  during  the  la  ft   ten  days  of  tho  month.

Eeturr.in£  to  conditions  in  tho  park,  owing  to   the  early 
and  rapid  disappearance  of  SMvf    t  e  road  to  Tower  Palls, 
the  Buffalo  Banoh  and   Soda  Butte  was  opened  on  I1a.y  Jth;     to 
rorrie  Geyser  3asin  on  May  10th;     from  West  Yellowstone  to   Old 
Faithful  April  2-3 th;     oars  reached  Canyon  and   the  Lake  on   the 
13th.     On  llay  l3th  C.  A*  Hamilton,  merchant  at    )ld   Faithful, 
moved  across  the  Continental   Divide  to  West  Thumb  and  began 
the  erection  of  a  new  6tore  thore.
